This opens to 
our mind’s vision broad land- 
scapes to traverse and yet the 
whole can be covered with 
only one word. When a 
child or any person uncon- 
sciously acts in a way that is 
pleasing to another, how often 
have you heard them express 
their admiration in ejacula- 
tions of praise such as_ these? 
‘Isn't that sweet! What a 
sweet disposition! How sweet 
in you to think so kindly of 
me! Ah! The sweet little 
thing!’’ And scores of similar 
expressions.

He 
handec this friend the letter 
from his son and asked him 
to read it forhim. The friend 
took the letter and the father 
watched him closely as he 
opened it. As soon as the 
friend saw the words of the 
letter his eyes became moist- 
ened with tears and his ex- 
pression in his face showed a 
tender compassionate feeling 
as he read slowly with almost 
tremulous voice, ‘“‘Father, 
I’m sick, send me some mon- 
ey.’’ And as the tears gather-

sary help. 

It has been very appropri- 
ately said, “‘You can eatch 
more flies with molasses than 
than you can with vinegar.” 
A sweet disposition will ena- 
ble one to draw more souls to 
Christ than a hard, harsh rigid 
disposition. The one having 
the former disposition can 
give out the word of God 
sharp and cutting and yet the 
people will appreciate it and 
walk into the altar and get 
saved, while the same words 
from one having the latter 
disposition will drive the peo- 
ple away and harden them 
against the truth. 

Webster defines the word 
humble  thus:-  *‘Modest. 
meek, submissive, lowly.” In 
his epistle to those scattered 
abroad Peter writes, ‘‘Humble 
yourselves therefore under 
the mighty hand of God.’ 
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Peter would say then, make 
yourselves modest, meek, 
submissive and lowly. Dont 
be too forward and make 
yourself too conspicuous. Be 
gentle and submissive in de- 
meanor or behavior. Peter 
also says, “‘Be clothed with 
humility: for God resisteth 
the proud and givith grace to 
the humble.”
